To the inhabitants of the Town of Northwood in 
the County of Rockingham in said State, qualified to 
vote in Town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Town Hall in 
said Northwood on Tuesday, the twelfth day of March, 
next, at ten o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon the fol- 
lowing subjects: 

1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. . 

2. Toraise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray Town charges for the year ensuing and 
make appropriations for the same. 

3. To hear the report of the Budget Committee 
and act thereon. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


5. To see if the Town will accept State Aid for 
construction of the Class II Road known as Sherburne 
Hill Road and raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1,093.50, or will accept State Aid for construction of 
Class V roads and raise and appropriate the sum of 
$463.65. 

6. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for Town Highways. 

7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate $900.00 for street lighting. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $55.00 for care of cemeteries as 
provided in Chapter 55, Section 4, Laws of 1925. 

9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $100.00 for the observance of Me- 
morial Day. 

10. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 


to raise and appropriate in excess of that required by 
law for the Northwood Public Library. 
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11. To see if the Town will vote a discount on 
such part of taxes as are paid on or before July 15, 1940. 

12. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for interest on temporary 
loans. 

18. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $210.00 for 200 feet of hose and 4 
gas masks for Fire Department. 


14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $350.00 for painting of Town Hall 
and out buildings. 

15. To see if the Town will vote to petition the 
state tax commission to have an audit made by the mu- 
nicipal accounting division and to make an appropria- 
tion to cover the expense of such audit. 

16. To see if the Town will vote to demand that 
the Selectmen, on the first week in August of each 
year, sell by public auction all real estate acquired by 
tax deed, except in such cases as where the former own- 
er or some relative of the former owner are living at the 
property either whole or part time. 


17. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $100.00 for continued repair of the 
Bennett Road, so-called, said money to be expended by 
the Selectmen before June 10, 1940. 

18. To transact any other business to come be- 
fore said meeting.
